AMONG THE PUBLISHERS. 



The Century promises, beginning with 
the November number, a series of articles upon 
the Civil War which cannot but prove' the most 
generally interesting of anything that has ap- 
peared in print for many years. It will be in 
most part descriptions of the principal engage- 
ments, and written by the general in command, 
or when that is impossible, by some prominent 
officer upon either the Union or Confederate 
side. For instance, tne battles of Shiloh and 
Vicksburg will be described by General U. S. 
Grant, who will contribute four papers to the 
series ; General Beauregard will write of the 
First Bull Run ; General McClellan, of Antie- 
tam; General Rosecrans, of Stone River, etc. 
The Passage of the Forts below New Orleans 
will be described by Admiral Porter, and the 
Western Gunboat Service by Rear-Admiral 
Walke, and the fight between the Monitor and 
the Merrimac by Colonel John Taylor Wood, 
the senior surviving officer of the latter vessel. 
Other prominent Confederate generals have 
engaged to contribute, and some of these con- 
tributions will be hardly less notable than those 
above mentioned. 

Harper's Magazine for October is an 
excellent number, made up of articles that 
furnish entertaining reading, without being so 
thrillingly interesting as some that have ap- 
peared of recent months. Nature's Serial Story 
has become a trifle monotonous ; Artists' Strolls 
in Holland is always good ; The Home of Hans 
Christian Andersen is new, and The Hall of 
William Rufus has an historical touch that 
makes it pleasing. The short stories are not 
up to the average. 

The Atlantic for October is particularly 
full of good reading, in fact there is but one 
thing that interferes with this magazine attain- 
ing the prominence of Harpers and The Cen- 
tury, and that is the absence of illustrations. 
However, the reading matter in the present 
number compensates in part for this omission. 
Articles specially noticed are Battle of Lake 
George, The Migrations of the Gods, The 
Lakes of Upper Italy, Life of Bayard Taylor. 

The Art Interchange gives with its 
issue of September 25 a full page representation 
of Frou-Frou, by Georges Clairin. It makes 
one of the prettiest and most interesting sup- 
plements the Interchange has ever given. In 
addition to these frequent beautiful supple- 
ments, the general quality of the paper is ex- 
cellent. (Wm. Whitlock, New York).
